strengthening of the statistical programmes of 

THE KIN 13TRY OF EDUCATION AND YOUTH SERVICES 
REP ORT, OF THE COMMITTEE > 

We have carefully examined the existing organization 
and functioning of the Statistical Section of the Ministry of 
Education and make the following recommendations for its 
strengthening and improvement. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. The Existing Weaknesses: In our opinion, the following are 
the major weaknesses in the working of the Statistical Section 
of the Ministry of Education and Youth Services: - 

(a) There is a great time-lag between the date of 
the statistics and their publication. This hiatus had to 
be reduced The detailed and finalized educational statis¬ 
tics of the country should be available within about two 
years and provisional figures within six months. This is 
the target we should strive to reach. 

(b) The data collected is very detailed, although 
there are some conspicuous gaps. Not all of it is tabulated 
and interpreted (See Annexures I and II). Sven before it is 
decided to collect additional data, steps should be taken to 
tabulate, interpret and publish all the data already collected. 
Some additional staff that this may need is worth.it* 

(o) All over-lap between statistics-collacting agencies-- 
Planning r mission, UGC-, NCERT, Ministry of Labour and 
Employment, etc. - should he avoided. However U. G, C, may continue 
to collect all data necessary to meet their statutory obligation. 

(d ) There is very little work done by way of special 
studies, projections, etc. In fact, hardly anything ib 
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attempted beyond the collection of routine annual data. 

There is an urgent need, therefore, to evolve a suitable 
programme of special studies, projections, etc. 

(e) There is little work done about the projections 
etc., of retirements of teachers which is a special res** 
ponsibility of the Ministry. 

(f) No attempt worth the name is made for collecting 
higher administrative intelligence necessary for policy- 
making and planning} and 

( ) The staff should be reorganised into different 
cells. There is an urgent need for strengthening the- staff at 
higher levels, 

following proposals are essentially designed to 
overcome these weaknesses. 

2. Division of Statistics and Information ? We recommend 
that there should be a division of statistics and information 
in the Ministry of t 5ducation and fouth Services* 

(1) This should be headed by an officer of sufficient 
competence and adequate status. It is suggested that he 
should be an officer of the rank of a Director in the Indian 
Statistical Service (I3S) in the scale of Rs. 1300-1800 or at 
least an officer of the rank of Joint Director in. the ISS in 

the scale of Rs. 1100-1400, 

(2) This division should have five cells as shawl 

below: 

(a) A cell to deal with the Statistics collected in 

fom A» 

(b) A cell to deal with statistics collected in. .form.'B,, 



(o' 1 cell to deal with special studies, projections 
and coordination with other agencies collecting 
educational and man-power statistics* 

(d) A cell for administrative intelligence needed 
for policy formulation and planning. 

(e) A cell for information services for students* 

Of these five cells, the first two cells already exist* 
The third and the fourth cells will have to be created afresh 
and the existing information Section can become the fifth 
cell. 

3# Form Cell; This is the most important form of 
education- statistics with which the Ministry of ’'Sducation 
and Youth Services is concerned* At present, the statistics 
in this form are analysed and published in two volumes entitled 
education in India, Volumes 1 and II* The format of these 
volumes and their contents have been reshaped to suit the 
new form f A f which has been introduced with effect from 
1964- 65. Wo welcome these changes. In particular, wQ welcome 
the collection of detailed statistics information regarding 
education, among the Scheduled Castas and Scheduled Tribes 
(Pdid A-1) and also, certain important detailed data (Farm A-2-X 
We suggest that these should be compiled and published* This 
will add nsiderably to the wo r3c in this Section which will 
have to bo suitably strengthened. We also suggest that the 
Statistical Officer should remain personally and specially 
responsible for w rk in this Cell. 

4, y- - p Cell* The statistics collected in Form B are 

not all tabulated at present* Hit a part of the data is 
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published in the Annual Publication ’’Education in Univer¬ 
sities”. In our opinion, there is a good deal of overlap 
between the data thus published by the Ministry of Education 
and Youth Services and that published by the UGC. It was 
quite all right for the Ministry to have started this 
publicat J . at a time when the UGC did not exist. But now 
that the UGC has come into existence and developed a 
statistical organization which is more effective than 
that of the Ministry in so far as the collection and 
publication of statistics relating to University Education 
is concerned, there is no reason why the Ministry of 
Education and Youth Services should continue to bring out 
this publication. We, therefore, recommend that it should 
be transferred to the UGC with effect from the year 19 69-10. 
All publications up to the end''of 19 68-69 should be brought 
out by the Ministry. The latest publication that has cone 
out is f r . 1964-65. The Ministry will easily take another 
two years to complete this work. The staff of this Cell 
would therefore be needed for this period. The re-after, it 
might become surplus. But, by then, the vork of special 
studies which we are recommending will have increased 
considerably and it could be fully absorbed by this increasing 
n.:w acoivityo

5, The Ministry of 3ducation/also brings out a bienniel 

publication entitled ’’Directory of Institutions of Higher 
Education in India”. This contains information, not only 
about institutions affiliated to universities, but also about.. 



institutions outside the university system. The TJGC 

•will not he in a position to collect this latter data* 

We therefore recommend that this publication should 

continue to be brought out by the Ministry of Sducation.and 
Youth Services« 

6. At present, the Ministry of Education and 

Youth f vices brings out a mimeographed publication 
entitled'’’Provisional Statistics of Universities in 
India". In keeping 'with cur recommendation made above 
in paragraph 4 ? this publication should be discontinued*

'lie Ministry collects and publishes in a 



mimeographed form, sel ected sta ti stics for each 
financial year* The object of this publication is 
to make the latest data available for purposes of 
planning and it has some utility because the usual 
publication - Educat:’ on in India - comes about four 
years 1- kr. Bat we find that there is considerable 
overlap between those selected statistics and the data 
which is collected by the Planning Commission every year 
for purposes of annual plan discussions, vje therefore, 
recommend that a single new form should be designed 
which will combine the da£a noy being collected by the 
Planning Cbmmissipn for its annual plan discussions 
and by the Ministry of Education and Youth Services for 
its selected educational statistics and that information 
in this new form should be collected by the Planning 
Commission only. The work should be discontinued in the 
Ministr of Education and Youth Services to avoid 
duplication? and the purposes of the Ministry would be 
served if the State Governments are requested, while 
sending the information to the Planning Commission ..to 
endorse a copy of it. 

10. It is necessary to compile a list of the 

important educational problems in which the Ministry 
of Education and Youth Services could take up periodical 
studies ~ some every year, some every two years, some 
every three years and some every four or five years* 
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Such studies, -when repeated regularly, will serve 
the pu .:zq of bench mark data and be very useful 
for students of education. In planning these studies, 
however, care will have to be taken to see that no 
duplication with any other agency is involved. We have 
suggested a tentative list of such studies in Innexuro III* 
But it is obvious that, according to the needs of the 
situation, several additional studies will have to be 
taken up from time to time. 


11. The suggestions for such studies may come from 

various sources - State Governments, Universities, the Cent 


Central Advisory Board of Education and other advisory 
bodies of the Ministry of Education and Youth Services* 


Research Organisations, otc. In order to see that all 
suggestions made are properly examined and no duplication 
is involved, it may be desirable to have a standing 
adv isory committee to the division of Statistics and 
Information. This committee may consist of the senior 


officer incharge of the Division of Statistics and 
Information in the Ministry of Education and Youth Services 
(Chaim an ), a representative of the UGSSiTStf^represontative

Educa tional Qualification s of Teacher s and the 
Sub ject s Taugh t? It is a known fact that general 
education schools specifically in high/higher 
secondary schools the teachers teaching a 
particular subject is not necessarily adequately 
qualified to teach that subj ?ct. It will be 



worthwhile to conduct a survey to find out the 


extent of such variations as it exists in the 
different States. 

S chool hea lth Statisti cs; At present no information 
is available on the health of students attending 
different types of institutions. It may be vort.la- 
while to conduct a sample survey on the school 
health statistics b-^sed on the health inspection 
done by the health authorities.

The latest nublication 
of selected statistics relates to 1967- 68, The number of 
entries in this publication is about 70,000 in ill for all 
States.

Besides this, there are a number of other ad- 
hoc Mark such -s publication of data on pay scales of 
teachers, Indian students abroad, etc. In all the load 
of work on these id- hoc publications nay be taken to be 
that of one Statistical assistant.

5. The above suggested strength, it -would be sren, 
will require increasing the staff particularly at the 
level °f the Senior Investigator in a larger way for 
raint doing the current work. While the basic requirement 
for expediting the publications by the Ministry of 
education, will depend upon the timely submission of the 
’Stums by tha StatesA T nion Territories, it is hoped that 

the augment ition of staff at the level of Senior Investi¬ 
gators :specially will facilitate in using them to visit 
das di^"ermt St -.ies to get the returns expedited. Mnen 
the Senior Inv ^stimtors or 0ffiesrs visit the States, 
possitiy they can try to get the scrutiny points reconciled 
on the spot and even their very presence in the States 
•• i■- ht motivate the States to the seriousness attached to 




completing the required returns in time. Thus, it is 
possible that with the increase in the technical staff 
strength, if utilised in he way suggested above, the 
time-lag may be cut down to seme extent. 

II - -.xp ansi on i nct jyj ty 

7. One of the important development recontly is 

the submission of the Yeport of the Education Commission 

vhich, among other matters, h s reviewed the position of 

educational Statistics. The education Commission has 

recommended that the main ten an ce of a good statistical 

service which is a major responsibility of the Ministry of 
find Youth Cervices 

education/from the point of vi of educational planning, 
policy-making and ‘valuation, should have the following 
functions* - 

(a) to collect, publish and interpret 
educational data? 

(b) to conduct statistical studies, 
investigations tod surveys* and 

(c) to make projections and forecasts for 
the future: 

The type of work carri-d out currently by the 
Statistical Unit of the Ministry of education is mostly 
in the nature of the functions sot out in (a) above. 

Hot much of emphasis is 1 aid in the pres tot set-up for 
carrying out functions in (b) and (c). The staff in 
position for carrying out even the current work requires 
some trengthenin g .e suggested earlier. Thus for 
c arrying out the functions envisaged in (b) tod (c) above, 
it would be necessary to have further additional staff. 




Before suggesting the additional staff, it ray be proper 
to detail a little 'bore the type of additional wo rl: that 
will have to be handled. One of the things could be to 
attempt greater analysis of the data that are already 
tabulated in a ora meaningful way. .part from this, 
whenever necessary, supplementary information may also 
have to be collected. Some of the following items can b 
suggested in this connection: - 

(i) Data collected in respect of individual 
colleges in -form * B* ! are not at all 
tabulated at present. It will be useful 
if these are analysed in detail by type 
of management, type of course and size 
of institution; 

(ii) The advance information on selected 
aspects collected at present relate 
mainly to the number of Institutions 
and enrolment. Information on the 
number of teachers for general school 
education is also there but the 
collection does not cover teachers 
in Universities or professional 
schools. Perhaps, it will be useful 
to Include these too in this publication, 

(iii) Fr^m the existing data, it is not 

possible to study student wastage by 
details such as stagnation and drop¬ 
out. Supplemental information will 
be needed for this including the 
reasons for wastage which will help 
in policy and planning. 

(iv) from the existing data, it is possible 
to work out the cost of education by 
type of institution but not by stage 
of education. For purposes of planning, 
t.iis would not be adequate and it will 
be n ’cess ary to have an idea of the 
cost of education by stage and for 
higher education, cost studies will 
have to be undertaken by subj >cts like 
Medicine, Engineering etc. Supplement. 1 
information will be needed for tais 
purpose.

(vi ) Apart from these projections of enrolment, 

requiment of teachers -,nd other related factors 
needed hr purroseful planning will have to be 
undertaken. Particularly, statistics needed for 
working out the demand and supply for higher 
personnel will have to b- organised to meat the 
needs of nonpov-r planning. 

8 . Wherever information is not available, additional 

information may be obtained through suitable sample survey 

and different aspects may be covered in a phased way. To 

carry out all these functions, it is suggested that two 

new sections may be envisaged i-n the Statistical set-up 

and You th So rvice s 

in the Ministry of education/- one for analytical end 
sr.ecial studies required for planning, designing and follow-up 
of survays for filling the gaps in existing information - and 
the o th a r for undertaking projections and forecasts for 
future. Naturally competent staff will be required for this 
ramose. It is suggested that each one of these two sections 
way be under the charge of an Assistant Director in the 
scale of (Is. 400-950 ) assisted by two Senior Investigators. 

To supervise these two sections, a Deputy Director in the 
scale cf pay of ( Is. 700- 1,250 ) will be required who will 
have to co-ordinate and guide the work. Apart from these, 
necessary complement of supporting administrative staff 
"ov also be needed.

It is suggested 
th t <an officer of the rank of Director in the Indian 
Statistical lervica ('135) in the scale of pay of Is. 1,300- 
1,800/- may be considered* 

The Directorate may consist of five Cells known as 
(i) Porn ' i» Cell| (ii) Fbrm * 3 Cell, (iii) Coordination 
Cell 4 (iv) nalytical Cell, and (v) Projection Cell. The 
form. ’ *• Cell may be divided into two parts, each part 
covering half the number of States/Union Terri tories and 
each half under the charpe of an „ D. The other Cells 
will be under the chares of an .*.

11. in important -aspect of development of quality 
and content of education/ Statistics vill depend on the 
quality of personnel. It has already been suggested that 
all posts of officers may be manned by personnel from the 
ICC. These officers are required to train tha staff not 
merely at the Centre bat also at the States .and hence they 
themselves vO’i.ld requi e training to broaden their outlook, 
lor this purpose, it is recommended that a regular system of 
deputing officers for training in established Institutions 
like U\TC3C0, 0CCD or education Departments of developed 
countri -s may be thought of. Regarding the staff, more 
liberal use of the statistical training courses organised 

by the D30/T3I ""ay be availed of. With the expansion in 
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staff strength suggested, this should be possible. 

Set-u p of t he Stat istic al U ni ts in the States 
12. .s has been mentioned earlier, an irmortait 

factor for the tine-lag of the statistical publications 
of the Ministry f Education is the delay in the receipt of 
the returns from the Stages. It is found that all the 
returns for 1961-55 except one Union Territory (Delhi) 
have now been received in the Ministry while only 13 out 
of the 28 returns for 1265-56 have been received. For 
19 66-67, only 3 returns hove been received so far. It is 
known that not all States tike equal amount of interest 
in this regard. It is suggested that the Ministry of 
.education ~'ay bring up before the ’'forking Group on 
Statistics of the Planning Cbnnission on proposals for 
strengthening the statistical set-up in individual States. 
The necessary schemes ray be worked out by the State 
Directorates of Education in consultation with the State
